lOUKOHE'S POriKLLlTION. 

Sir Robert Giffeu's Addretss Before the 
British .-V-ssociation. 

From 'I'/ondon Times. 

There is abundant fqod for reflection, 
instruetiou and waroifig in the vcrjr 
sirikiiig address delivered in Glasgow 
yesterday by Sir Robert GifTep ns presi- 
dent of the ceoiiomic section of the Brit- 
ish iissiieiat ion. '.Sir Itohert (iilTeu 
pleads for the study of "coininou statis- 
tics." He shows that from " such 
familiar puhlicalions as the .Slatisiicah 
.\hslract.s. the Statesmairs Year Rook, 
and the like.'/ there is inl'oriiiatiiiii of the 
inmost moment to be t;leaned — iin'ormn- 
1 which no statesman can neulect, 
and \\ithoiit which no soiiml iiiibl.c 
opinion on the lar,i,'er aspects and issues 
Ol' intermitimial alfairs can be formed, 
.\t Ihe same time, he shows by tilie 
whide tenor of his address, and more 
especially by Ilia searching analysis of ii 
"supposed decline iu tho rate of growth 
of population," that the study even of 
onimoii statistics is by no mcaus a 
siniide affair^ that It calls for cautJoii. 
and discrimination, for intellectual sin- 
rily and detachment, ior a resolute de- 
termination to see thiii^rs as iiie.v really 
, and not as we nii^'hl wish iliem to- 
appear in the light of thi.s or that preju- 
dice or predilection. Let us, then, try 
to see some of the tiguri\s addueed b.v 
Sir Robert tiirfen in this "dry light," to 
borrow a phrase from Hac<in. \t the 
he^'iiiiiin^' ol' the last eenlnry the [lopu- 
lation of European countries and of 
countries of European origin — cxclnsivo 
of South American countries and .Mex- 
i< o-was about 170,000,000. At 'its close 
it was 310,000,000. "

They 
posses-; a [i.iw.'i- -which we do not. There 
are Things iliey are liable to observo 
which are concvniod from us. j 
That tlic unseen Universe miint be co- 
extensive -with lhat which is visible is 
demonstrable. The oiiinipicM.m'e of the 
force of gravity, which is an unseen 
entity, shows tliis. 'riiere is also some- 
tiling oiiiniiiri'seiit throu;:li which li^'ht 
is transmitted. What eUe there may be 
no ninn can toll. Tho rsalmist sai.l tlnil 
the Spirit of Ooil is to be foiiml in all 
jiarts of the I'liiverse. and if the ex- 
istence of sncli a spirit is granted, its 
omnipresence must bo also conceded. 
I'roihaibly, as in the stipposed ea.se of tho 
oysters and the lif^hes, if any man 
should .say that be at'tu.ally beliel.l 
sonielhing that is of the I'liseeii I'ni- 
verse, we would reganl hiui as cither 
a deceiver or as being under an hal- 
liicinati.ii!, :nid vvouPl cunt onrs.dvrs 
very wis,, for refo.-iu;,' t'l lielieve sn.-'i 
foobsliness. AS'lieii we take the so-call- 
.■d l.iwiT oi-il.'is .if animal creation, we 
liml at every staj;e a limit to their 
powers »«f ob.serving their i.nvironnieiil .

have a-i einiroiiimm. N\"c liave no 
reaiiin to t^upiM.se that in the case of 
men this limit has been removed, an l 
that evi ly intelligent man is able M 
talie coirniz.iace of liis whole eiivir.ni- 
u,em. .\nal.ii:y ai-;;ii.'< \» the contrary, 
niul The ;;reat diff.Tcnc.' in the ability

ronndin;; tli.'tii su;.';:ests, if it does n.it 
ai-tually prove, lhat a perlVcily develoii- 
ed man -would be capable of ob.serviii;.' 
things and exerci>ing i>owers. wholly iii.l- 
,len from liis less |ierfect f. Ihiws. This 
ability to Like cogiiisoance of and iiitrl- 
ligeiitly employ iwwcrs or conditions, 
which Ibe very great majority of miiii- 
kind are iniahle»to recognize, much l.ss 
to use. may ovidain the miracles ..f 
Christ. S.ime pers(ms may say that such 
;i siii.'.:.'i'stii.ii .leprives the miracles of all 
divine characliM-. but this does not fol- 
low. The exprestiioii "divine" is a very 
vague one. If all things that are have 
roni.. friiin the liaml of a Divine Cr.'ator. 
then all ihiiiu's are in a sense divine. 
We woiilil not so call theui usually, bc- 
c-insf use has iiirole ir.'ist things com- 
mon. The Church taught that the fni- 
veise v,-as held togi'tlier by the power of 
(1. 1.1, or a> i; is writlcn; "Thou uiihold- 
est all thiivf-'s by the .word of Thy 
power." A comparatively few years 
a^'O Newton discovered tlio law of 
u'ravity. This discovery dbl vot in any 
way dispen.-.ie with tlie immanence of 
the power of the 'Creator. It only show- 
ed how that power operated, that is, the 
line's nlonj; -Avhich it works, proving that 
it was not a lluctnaling will, but a fixed 
and imcliangeable law. The "Word o 
His Power" was s'liown to be sure, just 
as il is written e'.Hewhere; "All 't'liy 
commaniliiieiits are sure." Thus as 
Newton did not in tho least afTect the 
divine clinracter of the is>wer which 
holds th(- I'niverse togetlier .by showing 
the laws which it follows, t^i, the diviiK" 
nature of the miraides would not be al- 
tered in the slightest degree, if one were 
able to show the conditions under which 
such occurrences happen. 'J'he effect 
Would rather be otherwise, for it would 
be to show that (ioi^ is ei|iially oliini- 
prefcnt in all liis inanifeslations. It 
would give force and inteii>re.talion to 
another Scriptural statemeut: "The 
things which are seen are temporal, but 
the thiugM which are not .seen are eter- 
nal."' 

AVe do not siiy that the correctness of 
tho proposition just quoted can be de- 
monstrated sciontiifically, but, to adopt 
the language of llerbcrt iSpeiicer on an- 
other eubjei-t. 'Vo think we p.erteive" 
evidence in that direction. Tliore is 
ground for believing that at more than 
one period in the liistory of the world, 
and consiiicuotisly so in the time of 
Christ, there hfiVt^ hecn demon.strsiUonB 
of tho realily and some glimpsps have 
lieeii iifTordeil of the nature of the lUn- 
soen Universe. Tlioro i.s also some 
scientific "basis for the BUggestioh that' 
the tangible Universe is only temporary,' 
and that the normal and eternal condi- 
tion of existence ',a .a state which can- 



not 'be discorijd4 iby. our .materliil (facul- 
ties. If this is tho ease, it 'woiild seem 
to bo ovidont that tho best condition of 
life is that which 'best -lit thu rpiritual 
siile of our nature for existeuco under 
conditions where the physical elements 
are lacking. Many people will not re- 
cognize the statement just made, yet it 
is the same as underlies the rapture of 
tiie Apo.stle who wrote: 

"rieloved, iioAv are we the sons of 
God, but it doth not yet appear what 
we shall be; ibut wo know that when 
He shall appear, we shall he like Ilim. " 

Our oliji'cl in life is to become like 
Ilim wlio shall come <.mt of the Unseen 
and whom we shall see as He is.

'In wriliivg editorials for tlie Colonist 
on tlu! possible deTelopmeiit of \";incoii- 
ver Jslanil. I have f reiiui'iit ly referred 
to the establishnieiit of connection with 
the Oilaiuland .by means of car ferries, 
and have exprcsBod the opinion that the 
narrow water-st retches to be crossed 
p.reseiit no obstacles to the building np, 
at suitable places on this Islaml, of ter- 
minal points equal' in every respect to 
those on the .Jlainlaud, and enjoying the 
iidvantagi' of lieing ni-arer the open 
ocean. ^lany pcM-soiis have, in conver- 
sation with llie, expressed iloubts ujioii 
this subject, but in so doin^^ have shown 
that has been made iu voiiveying loaded 
cu s across long, stretches of ■ysater. Tho 
general impression of a ear ferry 1/ 
either a ba.rgo towed by :i tug or an ojien 
ferry-boat, similar lo tii.'it which car- 
vies the 'Northern Pncilic cars acro.^3 tin? 
Colutnbia river at, Kalama. Until Inst 
winter I was under much the same im- 
pression, but having investigated tho 
subject in localities where tlie ferrying of 
cars has been sHCcessfnlly carried out 
on a large scale, I am in a position to 
speak upon a few points, concerning 
which the raajorily of Colonist readers 
iiro ii'jt likely to be informed, and for 



th.' sake of the greater freedom of ex- 
pression permissible hi a signed arti- 
cle, I have chosen this means of putting 
the facts ascertaiiieil before tho public. 
In doint; so, I lioiio I may uo soinetliiu^' 
to remove the general impression that 
X'ictoria is iieces.sarily handicapped be- 
cause situated on an Island. 

The tran.<iportation companies, which 
have operated ear ferries on an e.Klen- 
sive scale, are the I'ere .Manpielte 
Kailway Company and the I... ike I'irie 
Detroit liiver Kailway Conipaiiy. 'J'lie 
former operates a car ferry a(.-ross hake 
.Mic'higan between Mai.itc.wic, "Wiscon- 
sin, and Ludington, Michigan. The ilis- 
tanee is W) miles. l..ake Michi;;an is 
subject to very heavy wealher and there 
is a great lieai shallow water, which 
renders navigation tliflcult in storms. 
During the winter ice also greatly in- 
terferes with the nperalioii of the terry. 
The General .Maaa;:.'r of the company 
toid me that the iiavigatinn of th.' lake 
by a large vessel was very much more 
difllcult than that of the ocean, and 
when I described to him the <-onditions 
existing lirtweiii this Island ami all 
ji. lints 1.11 the MMinland, he said timl 
they were ideal for the operation id' a 
f.'i ry s. TV i. e. 'I'his L-eiit leniaii said lhat 
he came lo the management of the I'ere 
.Mar«pietle system prejudiced against 
against the transferring nif cars by ferry, 
liiit experii'i.<'e hiid convinced him that 
his precoiic.'iveil ideas were entirely 
wrong. I aski'i him: 

"Which would you say from your ex- 
Iierieiice is the cheaper way of trans- 
porting goofls ill cars over a given dis- 
tance, where there can be no local 
freight, ear ferries or a railway line'/" 

His reply was: 

"There can .be no comparison. The 
ferries are the cheapcl\, if for no other 
ri'asoii than thnt Nature provides the 
permriiient way and keep« il in repair." 

I shall later give some :ligures whiidi 
will cast some litfbt on this point. He- 
fore doing so I shall siicnk of the Kreal 
sleel ear if.'rry, "I'ere .Maruuel le." 
which is probably the finest vessel of 
her ela.sfs afloat. Ccrtninly she is the 
<iiiesl ill .\ini ricii; there may be vessels 
of e.iual or ^.-reater ca]iiK;i'.y on Dake 
Baikal in conneclion with tho i.Siberian 
riiihvny. Tho Pero Qlnrquette looks 
like a handsome ocean-going stenm.ship. 
vShc is .Td) feet over all with nii feet 
henni. Her moulded depth is 19 feet 
(1 inches. Her gross tonnage i« 2,443 
tons; hor net tonnage. 1,li43 tons. Her 
guaranteed -speed under ordinary con- 
ditions is I'i miles an hour, Imt under 
forced draught she makes 15 miles. vShe 
has watertight compartments, and Ik in 
nil respects a ship, wliic.li, as the Gen- 
eral Manager ijaid, can be loaded lo her 
full capacity and ibe sent on a voyage 
round the world.

Tlio carrying capacity of the Pero 
Mariiuett" is :V2 loaded ears, and .she 
has room for 200 pnt-scngers, but it has 
not yet .been found necessary to equip 
her for her full cnpncity in the latter 
respect. The General tMana.ger said: 

"During the first 15 days in .Taminry 
last, she made 22 round trips of 120 
miles eai li. If the train connections had 
been close and there had been -uo in- 
terruption from ice. she would have 
made a round trip, of 120^ miles every 24 
hoiir.s." 

The L. K. r>. Pv. Kailway Company 
oiierate the ferry Chenango, No. 1. 

She is .l.'liO 
feet long and 50 feet beam. Her carry- 
in',' capacity is the .same as that of tho 
Pero Mnrquptte. She plies between As- 
tahnla, Ohio, and Port Sranlny, Ontario, 
('i<i miles, with occasiomil trips from A«- 
tahuln to Pondoau. Ontario, <),j nuh!s. 
The guaranteed speed of ■Chenango Xo. 
1 is 12Vj miles an hour, and under forced

This is a Irilie over 20 cents a ton 
for (;n mil.'S. The Auditor of the Lake 
lirie I'i: Detroit Uiver railway told nie 
iliat Shenaiigo No. 1 cau pay e.Yi)ennes 
and interest nn her cost carrying freight 
(111 miles for '2Tt <'eiiis a ton. williout any 
ri.turn fri'ight. This is tlie allowance 
made by the coiiiiiany ifor the earnings of 
the ferry, and it is ample. He further 
said: 

"If the steanior had return freight and 
quick despatch, so as to bo run lo her 

full c'lpacily. hhe eorld MlTurd lo enrry 
frei-ht 111) miles for III cents a ton." 

The carrying cap.icity of 4>honan^-o 
No. 1 is equal lo 1.2.S0 tons of freight, 
and her running expenses are less than 
tho.se of Pere -.Manim tte In these 
statomonts of co.-t I understand that the 
ferries take th(. loaded cars from rail 
and deliver tlieiii to rail, so that there is 
no allowance for loading or discharging. 

I submit that, in view of those facts, 
the people of Victoria are not justified 
111 re;:ardiiig the city as a point that is 
handicaiiped in coni])elition for ocean- 
borne commorco .by its location on nn il- 
laud. In Bpenkii>g of what business of 
this nature may be built up bore. I have 
in mind, of course, something more than 
the existing ocean-borne trade. Mr. 
.lames .1. Hill, of the Great LNorthorn 
Ilailway Company, said in ■Seattle, not 
long ago, that, in his opinion, the com- 
merce across the Pacific between Ameri- 
ca and Asia would exceed in magnitude 
the commerce now carried across the At- 
lanlii' between .\iiierica and Europe. 
The very raiiid .;.'rowlli of the last few 
years indicates that Mr. Hill's estimnto 
may not be excessive. If it is not, then 
I hose persons, who think one or two 
cities on the Mainland of Hritisli Co- 
lumbia and tho State of Washington 
can do all the business, nnist bo mis- 
taken. On the .Vtlantic seaboard a iiuin- 
ber of cities, most of.lhem larger than 
any on the I'ai'ilic .Coast, compete for 
the trade wilii Kuroiie, nnd lliere must 
siireiy .be room on thi.- Consl for several 
cities of great commercial importance, if 
the e.'cpausioii of Oriental trade iii to bo 
what Mr. Hill expects. Under those 
circumstances. I \-eiiiure lo think that 
this question of c-ar ferries has an im- 
mediate inl crest to the peoido of \ic- 
toria and Vancouver Island generally, 
because the feasibility of this lUioana of 
transportation bc.in.ir fully demonstrated, 
they can biiilil upon a future identical 
with thai which Uu-y mignt expect, if, 
instead of the (^ulf of Georgia iiiterven- 
iiiir. an isihnius conuoctod the Island 
with the .Mainlaml.

This was followed by a paper from l/le 
secretary, i.Miss \Viuter, on fhe siibjei-t 
for the day. The paper showed evi- 
dence of much thought and careful study. 

The writer showed that the boniu 
training and school training cannot ibe 
separated— that teachers and parents are 
co-workers in tlie great au'd responsible 
task of character building. 

"To educate a child is to load forth 
and train every power and faculty that 
child po-isesscs; and, above nil, educa- 
tion means the training of the will- 
power and moral nature, that the child 
may lovi- and choose the right and reject 
the wrong, the base, and cowardly. Char- 
acter is the crystallized acciimnlation of 
fixed habils, and the training in both 
■hiiine and scIkiuI has fur dts object 
the building lip of cbar.-iclcr. 'The idea 
that the child gets his education in school 
only is a very cmiimiin luie, and as false 
and mischieVDiis as it is eoniiiioii. One 
who enters school at six yeaj-s li.as al- 
ready accoiniiilisheil, for kooiI or ill, a 
groat part of his education. Iji the 
earliest yeans is the greatest aptitude 
for learning. 

In school we try to establish right 
liabits, such as a habit of prompt, will- 
ing, unquestioning obedience; one of the 
nio.st iini>ortant and most dillicult to 
teach. In this, school and homo mu»t 
work together. The child must be train- 
ed to realize that you mean what you 
say, !ind lliat you cannot bo coa.\ed or 
leased into .yielding a "j'cs" ivheil you 
h;ive said "no." 

Other habils iiinst be formed, siu-li as, 
alleiitiou, iicciiracy in iworkiiig, and of 
fiillnu-ing ilirei-tiims— the h.-rbit nf doing, 
l.'-l Hie lilHe one help you in what you 
d". even if the biniiilcriiig efforts soiiie- 
tiines bimler. His iloim; makes liiiu not 
only self-di-pi ndeiil, self-helpful, but also 
a co-worker with us. 1/et. us be <-;il-eful 
not lo blif.'lit any of ihe liudiliiig iniiinl- 
ses. but rather eultivale and eiu-ourage 
I. hem. The school is ibut c.'irrying mi 
the home training. Tliey are iiot two 
ili.s-tinct iiistilalions, but one is an eu- 
largemrut of Ihe other. Nwther one 
can lake the respoiisibilit.v of it hp child's 
I'dueation— they are 'Workers together."

In many eases the disease proves fatal, 
but where death does not occur the ani- 
mal is loft weak and practically worth- 
less.

LIFE SAVING CABIN, 

Oaptnln Bolt's Inrentton to Be Dscd on 
Steamers. 

From London Leader. 

A novel llfe-.savliii,' Idea for urp at sea Is 
that of Capt. II. H. Jiolt. Dipt. I!olt lias 
patented a llfe-savliig cabin or deck-honse 
for use in cascH of ships foundering after 
collision at sea or strlknig Hniiken rocks or 
Icebergs. The caibin Is latended more es-pc- 
clally for large passenger steamers carrjMng 
passengers. It is to be constructed on any 
part of the ship's deck (preferably aft), 
serving nonnally nil the purposes of nn or- 
dinary cabin, being fitted up and supplied 
with Ktores and provisions In llie iiHiial 
^vay. lint should the ship sink, tho whole 
cabin wouhl he detached from the (leek 
by simply turning ii wheel (like a steering 
wheel), which enu bo lltted on the cabin It- 
self, on the bridge, or any other part of the 
vessel. .Simultaneously .watec-tight shut- 
ters- would -close windows and doors. Tho 
result would be practically a floating rait, 
built oa a water-tight compartment, and 
capable of currying Into safety many pas- 
sengers whom there miglit be no time to 
save la tho ho.lts.

'I'he imleliiiite increase ot lions iiiusl 
liavi' liceii checked by some unknown 
law of game up(m which they depeii'cd 
for fooil. 

It is easy to unilerstaiid that the in- 
crease of a herd of lierliivorous animals 
would be rc'gulaled by the amount -of 
the food siijiply available, as well as 
censlantly checked by tho attacks ot 
llie large carnivora. such US lions, 
leopards, cheetahs, hyenas and wild dogs; 
but I have never been able to compre- 
hend what has kept within bounds ibe 
inordinate increase of lions nnd other 
carnivorous animals in countries where, 
for ages past, they have bad an abnnd- 
anl food suppl.v. and al the same time. 
Iiaving been almopt entindy nnmolestPil 
by human beings,' have had no enemies. 
Perhaps such a state of things does not 
exist at the jiresent day, 'but there are 
niaii.v parts of .Vfric-a where such condi- 
tions have existed from time iniineinnriiLl 
up to within (|iiite recent .years. 

Since lions were mice to he found 
over the greater portion of the vast con- 
tinent of Africa, it is self-evident that 
these animals arc able to nccomniodate 
thomselvps to grent variations of cli- 
mate and surroundings, nnd I myself 
have met with them close to the .<!ea. in 
Ihe liot and sultry lauds of Southeast 
.Africa, on the high plateau of 'Mashona- 
laiid, where, al an alliliide of C.IMMI feel 
above sea le\-el, tin. winter iiighls are 
cold and frosiy: ainoiiu' llie sinnv hills 
to the east of Ihe \'ii'loriy falls '„f the 
/•unbesi, ;iiid in the swamps of tile 
Chobi. 

In the great reed lii'ds of the latter 
river a cerlain iiiiiiilier of lions apjii'ared 
to live erinstantiy. preying on buffaloes 
and lecdiwe antelopes. I cften heard 
them roaring at iiiglil in these swamps, 
and I once saw two big male lions warl- 
mg slowly across iiu open space between 
two heds of reeds, in water nearly a foot 
111 deplh.

and where the natives seldom or never 
interfere with them, these animals seem 
to have an instinctive fear of man, and 
even w hen, encountered iit the carcass 
of an animal freshly killed, and at a 
lime wlu'ii they may be supposed to be 
hungry, they will almost invariably re- 
treat before the unwelcome presence, 
sometimes slowly and sulkily, but in dis- 
tricts where much liiinliug with lire- 
arms has been going on, at a very rapid 
rate. 

However, I know of two cases of 
Europeans mounted on horsubuck Jiaving 
been attacked by lions in broad day- 
light, and Dr. I.,iviugstonC mentions a 
third. In one of the instances which 
camo within my own knowledge, a lion 
sprang at a Boer hunter as ho was rid- 
ing slowly ahnig, carrying an elephant 
gun ill his right hand and followed by a 
string ot natives on foot. Tho lion at- 
tacked from the led side, ami with its 
right paw seized niv friend from behind 
hv the right side of his face and neck, 
inllicting deep gashes with its sharp 
claws, one of which ••nt right through 
his cheek and tore out oiu; of his teeth. 
'Sly friend was pulled from his horse, 
but clntching the loosidy girthed saddle 
tightly with his knees, it twisted round 
under the horse's belly before he fell to 
the ground. Instead of following nip its 
success, the lion, probably scared by tho 
shouting of the Kalllrs, trotted away for 
a short distance, and then turned and 
strod liMiking at the dismounted hunter, 
who. never having lost his presence of 
mind, immediately shot it dead \yith his 
heavy old uiiizzle-loading elephant gun. 

Resides these three instances of Euro- 
peans having been attacked in the day- 
time by lions, I have known of a certain 
niimher of natives having been killed >i 
broad daylight. Such incidents are. how- 
ever, by no means every-day occurreiiees 
and, speaking generally, it niiiy be saiil 
thai the risk of nndestalion by lions in 
.Vfrica during daylight is very^small. It 
is by night that lions roam abroad with 
slcJilthy slop ill se.'irch of prey; and at 
such times they are often, .wluui hungry, 
incredibly bobl' mid daring. 1 have idli.u 
known them upon several occasimis lo 
er.ler a liiiiiler's camp, and, regardless 
of lires. to si'lze o.'ieii and liorses and 
hiMn:iii beings.

The eyes of tho menngerie lion, too 
look brown and usually sleepv. while 
those of the wild animal nre yellow and 
pxtrno.rdinnrily luminnns, even after 
death.

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..■ir following ll.'-'in I over KMI 
pigs were killed ill one night b,y a single 
liiuu.ss. Thes(. iii;;s were in a series of 
pens, separated one from another, but 
al. under one low lhatehed roof. The 
lioness forced her wa.v in belween two 
poles, and apparently was unable, after 
having satisfied her hunger, lo iiud her 
way out agaiu, and, becoming angry 
ami frightened, wandered backward and 
forward through the pens, killing almost 
all the pigs, each one with a bite at the 
hack of the head or neck. This lioness, 
which had only eaten portions of two 
.young pigs, made her escape before day- 
light, bnt was killed with a set gun tho 
next night by the owner of the pigs. 

When lions grow old they are aiway-5 
liable to become man-enlers. Finding 
their strength failing them, and being no 
longer able to hunt and pull down largr> 
antelopes and zebras, they an; driven 
by hunger to killing small animals, such 
as iiorcupines, and even tortoises; or 
they may visit a native village and catch 
a goat or kill a child or woman going 
for water; and, finding a human being a 
very easy animal to catch ami kill, an 
old lion which has once tasted human 
llesh will in all probability eoutinue to 
he a nian-eater until he is killed. 

Dii this subject, in his ".Missionary 
'J'ravels,'' Dr. Livingstone says: " .\ 
iiiaii-eater is iiivarialil.\' an old lion, ami 
when he overcomes his fear of man so 
fai as to come to the village for goats, 
the people remark: "IJis teeth are worn; 
he will soon kill iiiiui.' The.v at once 
acknowledge the necessity of instant ac- 
tion, and turn out to kill him." 

It is the promptness with which nii>as- 
u res are taken hv the greater part of t!ie 
natives of Soutliern Africa to put an 
end to any lion which may take to eat- 
ing men that prevents tlieso animals, as 
a rule, from becoming the formidable 
pests, whii.|i inan-e.ntiug tigers appear to 
he ill parts of India. 

Bnt man-eating lions in Africa are not 
invariably old auiinals. One which killed 
;iT huinaii beings in b'vST, on the Majib 
river, to the northwest of the Victoria 
falls of the Zambesi, was. Avlieu at last 
killed, found to he an animal in the 
prime of life: while the cidebratod man- 
eaters of the Tsavo river, in Kast 
-■Vfrica, Were also "apparently strong, 
healthy animals. These two man-ent- 
ing lions caused such consternation 
iimong the Indian workmen on tho 
rgaiida River railway that tho work of 
conslriiction was considerably retarded, 
the helpless coolies refusing lo remain 
any longer in a country where they wer" 
lialde to be eiilen any night by li niaii- 
ealiiig lion. Both these lions' were ■,\\ 
l:isl shot hy one of the engineers iMr. .7. 
11. Patterson), l,ut not hefore lliev lia.i 
ki-led and devoured 'IS Indian coolie, 
and an unknown number of 
.Vfrioa U.S.

nature necnrred at Wheal ("wlieal." or 
"hu(d" means " mine ") lAgar. There 
were twelve men in tlie gi.g. and a thir- 
teenth, contrar.v to regulation, had 
clambered on to the roof, nnd was 
ptnndinj: tfipre. holding on by the cable. 
Tlio •men had • done .their work, and 
were ,L'oing home. It is repoHed that, 
according to general custom, they sang 
liymns as they nsccnded. . •On reaching 
the surface the. •man': on the root 
stepned off nnd turned round to watch 
the issue of his mates. ;Bnt where the 
gig had been but a second previously 
was now nothing but a ganing vo'd. 
The rope bad snapped, and tli^ irig. 
with it<« living freight, had been dashed 
to the -bottom of the shaft. Not one'of 
the poor, bodies ■ could be reeomiizod in 
the muss of huninn debris that was 
brought up from below. On nnothe." 
necasioii wben the cable parted and a 
headlong r;;sh to dentil liad begun, the 
lives of llie men were saved in such a 
w,v tlint one cannot wonder at the 
belief of th" miners that t''"re vii.iv 
'■"•raciilous iiitervontio-i on t'lie'r b"h'.*r 
Tho rush of the freighted g'g flicked 
the loose ealde rtt^'ched to 't like n 
whip, so tlint it lashed n^-onnd on nn- 
rlcrht timber that came within its reach,

not iiuite. The cable jammed, tlie gig 
was arrested in its plunge, and the 
nii'ii were saved. 

Other such niiracnlons escapes nre on 
record. There is living in Caiiiboriie to- 
day a miner named Bennetts, who, with 
live other men in the cage at Tincroft 
mine, fell 200 fathoms, at which depth 
a gate, closed over a depth of tK) feet ot 
water, arrested them. The gig with 
its freight weighed over a ton. Yet 
only one man was injiired. His ankle 
was broken. Bennetts tells the story 
as follows: 

'•I'ivervthing seemed to go right till 
we gilt below the CIVfatliolu ley(.l. 
The. II 1 noticed we \yere goiiiir faster, 
and said: '\Vhat in the world is he 
streaking ns do\vii like this for'.' lie 
must nieaii to drop ns at the 27>^ in- 
stead (if the Kill.' Then the gig began 
to roll, twist, and strike violently 
against the sides of the shaft, and I 
knew that something had gone wrong, 
and the gig was lie.voiiil control. I ex- 
liected we slunild plunge right to the 
liottom and he smashed into a jelly. 
Kverything depended on Ibe rate at 
which the rope was being rolled off the 
revolving drum of the whim-engine. 
In the centre of the gi^ Is an iron bar 
which •runs from top to bottom, and 
ns I realized there was hound to be a 
smash. I clutched the bar and hoisted 
my feet olT 'he floor. At Inst we struck 
a gatu which was fi.ved acro.ss the shnft 
at the :!L'i>-fatlu)m levid, nnd ior n mo- 
nient We did i\\<t know what was hap- 
pening. If the gate had been open in- 
sii'Mii of closed, wc should have been 
plnii-.-e,i ill ten fathoms of water at 'the 
liiiit.iiii of tho shaft, iu.il have been 
drniNiied in a inomeni; so it was ,i 
mi"'',culoiis escape." 

At Botallack iJIine. in ISTfi. nine men 
were killed in a similar necidiMit. .\i 
Doleoath, in May, l,SI)o, there was an- 
other miraculous escape. The shaft of 
till' lly-wliei.l lir(d<e, and the gig, cnn- 
tiiiniug four miners, fell SDO feet sheer 
fall, but was jaiiiiiied al the sliarii turn 
which the shaft takes from perpendicu- 
lar to underlie, a.iid so stopped. ,'iOO feet 
from certain destruction. The fear of 
such falls is on many of the men. and 
these will not use the gigs, bnt either 
nse the ■mnu-engine or "walk down'" to 
their work— they call tho laborious' de- 
scent of perpendicular ladders "walking 
do^vn." nnd describe their ascent ns 
"walking np." In the Levnnt Mine, to 
reach the lowest level, one mu.st walk 
down (dght.v ladders, sheer for the most 
part, nnd the shortest of them thirty 
feet long. A man who thus •wnljjs down 
to tiie bottom of this mine 'in half nn 
hour is reckoned agile. It may take 
him an hour to walk up.

How a Man. Wllhout Intending, Kobbed 
on 11 Train.

"ITow I hecnme a train robber on a mid- 
night train hetween New York and Wash- 
liij;loii the other night Is one of the most 
thrilling exiiiTleiices I have lind recently." 
said n vahiahle nienihi^r of Chief VS'Ilkie's 
staff ot secret service men to a .Star re- 
porti'r .yeslenliiy: 

•■I crawled Into my berth In .tersey CJIv 
nhoiit l:! o'clo^'k on a hot niirht. and after 
I had squirmed oat of my clothes and was 
ready to cramp myself np for a .sleep I 
heciline aware that I neodeil a drink of 
water very much. I. however, made no 
ntteuipt to call the ohllKliiL' porter and 
ilo/.ed off. still thinking of the drink of 
water which T dhl not bavc. Vou can Im- 
ntdne the sensation which went tlirougli 
me when, ns the trnia was ^v'n^zlnK. along, 
I was hrousht hack to wakefulness by tho 
realization thnt sonii? one hinl spoken to 
llie. It was n woman's videe, and her 
words, allhoiich spoken la n low tone, seem- 
ed to have made a deep Iiiipresslon on iiiv 
hraln. She had .s.ild: 
• "Here, darling, drink this.' 
".\t the same time somethlnir cool touch- 
I my band. I could not have beea fuUv 
awake, for the only . thins .thnt Impressed 
was that tlierc.'Wfls niy" drink. I did 
not seem to realize wJiere Iw ns. or to 
ompirehend who Av.ns offering me the 
water. I simply rose up on my ellanv and 
j;rasped the proffered drnnglil. As 1 did 
.so a delleiite IPtle hand ndensoil hold of 
n silver mu); with a suddenness that split 
the water, niiil the voice that had com- 
manded me to drink uttered r. startled ex- 
I,^imiitleii. I henrd-the riistlo r,T n\r- eul^- 
tales of some nearby berth, nnd then all 
wn« oulet. 

'What wns there for me to do? Xothlnc. 
, Iniinedirilelv saw that a mistake hud 
hoeu made, nnd I ngnin resumnd niv slum- 
ber, with the nvii; an a hcdtellow. It was 
a silver mug with n (foJd..llalns.i,nnd had 



surface. The next morning I loolci^d around 
me. after tho car had been made oiicc. nuue 
Into a day apartment. In Ihe section ad- 
,1i)lidaj,' mine there sat a very .comely woman 
of ymithfnl appearaaco, with a small curly 
headed hoy. I felt sure she was the owner 
of the miig, lint how to got It to lior I did 
not kninv.

■ I'lie wunmn looked ver.v stern and nearly 
lock llie OlT my feet by replying most nosl- 
llvidy: 

' "You must be mistaken. That cun does- 
not belong to me." 

"After she left tbe ear T hastened to 
make a ennvass for Its owner, hut no one 
claimed It, ami us I proeeedeil Ihe smile 
thill began with my nearesit nelglihor grad- 
ually hroadeneil to the whole car. I had 
rohhed the train and couldn't lieln myself."^

Ill the aiipniiiimcnt of Dr. Il.-iaiiel, 
whose i-epiuaiiim as a mineralogist and 
geologist is world-wide, its superiiiteu- 
dent of mines for the Dominion. t;ana(la, 
is to be congriitulated upon securing the 
services of a man not only recognised as 
occupying an eminent position profes- 
sionally, but for his energy and business 
iildlily. The growing imiiortaiicc! of the 
mineral industry in Canada has so im- 
pressed its'df tiiion the federal ••luthorilies 
that it has been consi<lered udvis.-ible to 
establish a mines branch in eoniiectiou 
\\illi 111" depai-lment of the interior at 
Oltawa. This olllce or bureau is to bii 
jiresiiled over by Dr. Ilaanel, under 
whom, it is understood, a staff of f|imli- 
tied milling engineers will be employed 
to report on mining areas and in other 
respects assist in furthering the inter-, 



csts of Canadian mining. It is also pro- 
posed to iiistal at Ott.-iwa, in the Na- 
tional Museum building, now in course 
of cou'itruction, complete metallurgical 
appliance and plant for the economic 
testing of ores. This is au essentially 
wise course, and -much may hp done by 
the Dominion authorities to assist the 
efforts of our provincial governments in 
assisting in the dcielopment of the min- 
eral resources of the country if the pro- 
gramme as outlined is effectually ctirried 
out. One suggested innovation, by-tho- 
v-ay, is the publication (luarterly of the 
latest information and statistics relating 
to mines and mining. One might expresti 
Ihe hope that this -would later bo chang- 
ed to monthly returns, but if reliable re- 
])urts of this character are only issued 
four times a year it will be !i great step 
forward, and perhaps render stock specu- 
lation a little less like the rankest kind 
of blind gambling which under present 
conditions is what it (losely resembles. 
POSITION OF GKANBY COMPANY. 

In tlio course of a recently reported 
interview, Mr. Miner, president of the 
Granby Consolidated Company, is said 
to have stated that the cost of smeltin.g 
lit the Grand Forks works had been re- 
duced to the low rate of .?1.00 per ton, 
and that within six months a further re- 
duction of 25 per cent, on these costs 
might be expected. While Mr. 'Miner's 
statements are suniciontly interesting, it

Sir Hiram Maxim, who has probably 
done more to ijcrtect blasting and mili- 
tary explasives than any otiiei man now 
living, has within the last few weeks 
conducted some interesting experiments 
with a view to increasing the eiDcieucy 
of lyddite. 

(hie of the mo-;t important pndi'.ems 
which have ongageil the attention of] 
ordnance exiierts for ten or lifti'i'ii yi.ars ' 
is how Ik'si to discharge from a cannon j 
a shell containing dyn:iniite or other 
materials of exceptionally high explosive 
pii\ver. The dillicnlty to bi' overcome 
Avas the dispositiiiii of the shell to ex- ' 
p'oile befor>. leaving the gun, owing to \ 
the extraordinary son.sil iveness of its ] 
{■oriteiits. Dynamite, which is noihing 
lint a peculiar kind of earth sonked iu 
nitro glycerine, and guu-cottou are both 
so constituted that a sudden jar or shock 
will ignite them. It is not necessary to 
bring tire in actual contact with them. 
Hence the first attempts to use dynamite 
or gun-cotton in a cannon Avere disas- 
trous. . 

One of the earliest propositions for 
dealing with this trouble was to drive 
the .sliell from tho gun by compressed 
air instead of gunpowder. " fSeveral in- 
ventors worked along this line, Zalinski 
among them, but none of them were able 
to throw a shell containing a high ex- 
plosive ns far as wa.s desired. Another 
jilau, pursued by several well-known ex- 
perimenters, was to employ a giinpowcb.r 
that would burn so slow that it would 
not greatly jar the proji.etile, and woulil 
exert its full force only when tin. latter 
hail reached the muzzle. .At the iireseut 
time this metihoil is iirobahly regarded 
as the more promising of the two here 
referred to. Sir Hiram, however, is act- 
ing oil still another ]iriiic!ple. although 
it might be employed advantageously in 
conibimitioii with the nlow-burning jiow- 
der scheme. b'or the present his system 
is being tried only with lyddite. 

The basis of this explosive is picric 
acid, which is carbolic acid treated with 
nitric acid. Picric acid is aiialogons to 
nitro-glycerinc and 1o nitro-cellulose, or 
gun-cotton. . It is one of the niarvi.l.s of 
chemistry that the combination of an 
exceedingly small nuantity of nitric acid 
with a perfectly innocent' substanc(> will 
impart to the latter very dangerous 
P'oporties. The explosive characti.r of 
picric acid has long been kin)wn. but it 
was not turuo'l to prncticil account on 
a large scale until the South African 
war. It will be remembered tliat nt 
th.'> becinn'ng of that contest the British 
goveru'iiotit deemed it expedient to stop 
the oxportnfion of carbolic acid for a 
time, lest tho supply .should run short. 

L.vdditc is not so ivnverful as gun- 
cotton or nitro-gtycerine, hut it is tb(> 
first "high explosive" tlint has been put 
to much actual use i'l war. Consider- 
able amiiui:t~ o" gnn-eotinn are stowed 
away in self-p ■opebimr submarine tor- 
pedoes. But while the world ha-i heard 
a grea' deal about these ilevires for 
tweutv year-i. next to nothing has re.al.y 
been dom." with them. But even if l.id- 
dite i-i le<s d.-ingerous tli.an gMii-coi i , ,i, 
and dynamite, it eer'.ainly nTouglit ter- 
rible destruction when enclosed in a 
shell that was landed among the Boers. 
In. bed. so awful were \t< effects that 
some of the British iruiiners were a li'tle 
t'lo cautious. "Engineering'' (piotes 
'■one in authovily" as saying that for 
this reason not over one-qnnrter of the 
lydd te shells exploded nt all, and these 
only inipcrfi.etly. 

Possibly this revelation is what in- 
s|iiieil Sir Hiram to undertake hi« ••e- 
reiit experiments. He had an ndditiona; 
incont iv(.. tliough. .Army onicer.s ar ' 
content if tliev can get a shell conl.a'n- 
iiiL' a liiL'b ifxplosive out of their guns 
without wreckiiiL' the latter. But the 
n.rval ofllc'.r wants also to drive Ihiit 
tuojectih. through the annor of his 
enemy's ships, and then detonate the 
charge with a fuse, Tt hns been possible 
111 put lyddite shells throuch a two-inch 
or a ,'5-inch p'nte before they would ex- 
plode. But those parts "f a Ship which 
ari. protected by heavier armor have 
hitherto been nb.solutely proof against 
them. It will not sntify the nnvnl expert 
t" bare such shells explode on the out- 
side. He wants to putjihcm into the very 
v'ta'.-i of the <.nein.v's ship before they 
do the business for which thc.r are sent.
